Dien Bien Phu Casualties 
To Be Returned to French 


SAIGON, Indochina C?P)—Rebel Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap 


broadcast over the Vietminh radio today his agreement to a 
meeting with French army representatives on the airfield 
at Dien Bien Phu to arrange for evacuation of the wounded 
from that fallen fortress. 


Giap agreed to the quick evacu- 


ation of the fortress' 1,300 wounded 
after Gen. Henri Navarre, French 
Union commander, had addressed 
a message to him which was 
dropped on the battered fortress 
by a French plane early this after- 
noon. 


Speaking over the 'Vietminh ra- 


dio, 
the 
victorious 
Communist 


commander proposed the French 
and Vietminh representatives con- 
front each other at the northern 
portion of the Dien Bien Phu air- 
field. 


Plainly Marked 


The 
helicopter

French should, he stipulated, be 
plainly marked with a red cross. 


The date of the encounter will 


be fixed a day* in advance by 
French commander General Henri 
Navarre. 


A Fiench army spokesman said 


Gen. Navarre had been Instructed 
by the Paris government to contact 
the Vietminh commander, and ar- 
range for the mercy lift as soon as 
possible.

The Communists agreed at the 


Geneva conference Monday that 
the French could fly out 1,300 ser- 
iously wounded troops the Reds 
said they had captured when they 
seized the 
northwest Indochina 


bastion Friday after 56 days of 
repeated attacks. 


Big Problem 


The big problem will be landing 


facilities for the French transports. 
Dien Bien Phu is 175 miles north- 
west of Hanoi, nearest hospital 


center big enough to handle such a 
large number of cases. 


The fortress' two airstrips were 


churned by rebel mortars and ar- 
tillery and cut by trenches. Before 
the planes can land there, the 
strips will have to be repaired. 


The Vietminh radio said Monday 


night every possible medical aid 
was being given the wounded. It 
said most of the injured men were 
being treated by their own doctors, 
who also are captives. 


No Mention 


The broadcast"made no mention 


of Genevieve de Galard Terraube, 
French air force nurse who was 
trapped in the fortress. 


The Vietminh radio announced 


Monday that Brig. Gen. Chris- 
tian de Castries, commander of 
the Dien Bien Phu garrison, was 
taken prisoner in the last hours 
of the siege. There was no indica- 
tion as to whether he was wound- 
ed. 


Meanwhile, Indochina's checker-

Strengthen Defenses 


French forces strengthen their 


defenses in the vital, rice-rich Red 
River delta below Hanoi against a 
possible rebel assault. 


French 
fighters and bombers 


ranged up and down northwest 
Indochina, pounding rebel troops 
and supply convoys on the roads 
below. 


Between Hanoi and the key sup- 


ply port of Haiphong the rebels 
stepped up attacks on sparsely- 
manned defense posts.

Upon completion of the course at 


the Cherry Point. N. C., marine 
base, Schwable will be assigned 
to duty in Washington as 'marine 
representative in the, navy flight 
safety program. 


Schwable was a combat pilot in 


World "War n and was chief of 
staff of the 1st Marine Aircraft 
wing in Korea when he was shot 
down on an observation flight. 


The-court of inquiry held that 


the treatment h« received -at the 


hands of his Communist captors 
left him no alternative but to com- 
ply with their demands to sign the 
germ warfare confession which he 
>epu'diated as soon as he was 
freed. 


In forwarding the findings of the 


court to the Defense department, 
the corps commandant and the 
navy secretary said Schwable's fu- 
ture military usefulness had been 
limited by his action while a pris- 
oner.

France Willing to Talk Over 
Communist Peace Proposal 


But Claim 
Opposition 
To Clauses 


Make Clear Plan 
To Keep Indochina 
Problem on Docket 


GENEVA—UP)~A French 


spokesman said today France 
was willing to discuss the 
Communist plan for art Indo- 
china armistice along with its 
own plan, but declared strong 
opposition to major provi- 
sions of the Communist pro- 
posal. 


The spokesman made it clear 


France had no intention at present 
of breaking off the Indochina talks 
in Geneva despite the apparent 
East-West deadlock. 


He explained France's position 


at a specially called news confer- 
ence as the French national as- 
sembly prepared 
to debate the 


government's policy on Indochina. 


Fear Softening 


He obviously was concerned over 


headlines which appeared in some 
Paris newspapers, on the eve of 
the debate,^ indicating the Geneva 
negotiations were regarded by the 
French as hopeless. 


Some observers thought the new 


French reaction to the Communist 
terms represented a softening of 
their position, but it was clear the 
main piovisions of the Vietminh 
plan were far from acceptable to 
France. 


"After a careful study of the 


plan," the spokesman said, "our 
first impressions are still valid." 
He added, however: 


"We consider the Vielniinh pro- 


posals as a basis for discussion to- 
gether with the French proposals. 
We have not rejected the Vietminh 
proposals." 


A spokesman for the U. S. dele 


gallon, informed of the new French 
statements, said the United States 
opposition to the Communist terms 
was unchanged. It was summed up 
this way: The Communist plan, if 
accepted in full, would represent 
unconditional 
surrender 
to the 


Communists. 


Resume Korea 


These reactions came as the In- 


dochinese talks were in recess. 
One Western source said they 
might not be resumed before Fri- 
day. The Korean phase of the con- 
ference, meanwhile, was resumed 
with a meeting of the 19 partici- 
pating countries. 


The main points of Western, op- 


position to the Communist propos- 
als on Indochina peace were the 
provisions for Communist - style 
elections without international sup- 
ervision, recognition of the Com- 
munist-backed regimes of Indo- 
china and lack of military guar 
antees to back up the armistice. 


Although -the Western delegates 


were agreed there must be full 
discussion of the detailed armi- 
stice proposals, some of them al- 
ready were talking about writing 
the Geneva conference off as a 
complete failure on both Indochina 
and Korea.

WASHINGTON W>— Scci etary of 


Slate Dulles said today the United 
States wants a Southeast Asian al- 
liance which would pledge mem- 
ber nations to fight If openly chal- 
lenged by Communist aggression. 


While Dulles said he hopes *uch 


an alliance will cover all of Indo- 
china, he asserted firmly that the 
loss of some or all of that country 
would not necessarily bring the 
loss of all Southeast Asia. 


The secretary noted that Presi- 


dent Eisenhower one* advanced 
the theory that Southeast Asia 
might go down like a row of doml- 
noe» if Indochina fall*. Dulles went 
on to say that in conversations 
with friendly nations the United 
State* Is trying to create a situa- 
tion in which this will not happen. 


The secretary of state set forth 


his position In a news conference 
in tovtnce of a secret report this 


afternoon to the house foreign af- 
fairs committee on his efforts to 
line up a 10-nation "united fiont" 
in Southeast Asia. 


Dulles said the United States 


went into the Geneva conference 
knowing there was never a good 
chance to make agreements with 
the Communists. The Communist 
pattern is simply to hold onto 
what they've got and try to get 
the free nations to agree to a 
scheme under which they would 
take some more, Dulles mid. He 
added that failure to agree in such 
circumstances does not mean dip- 
lomatic defeat.

Slows Insect 
Development

These bulletins report current 
trend* in insect population*, but 
they, may require local modifica- 
tion, Kliire weather conditions 
materially affect inject number*. 
Clover insects: Infestations of 


the clover leaf weevil, pea aphis, 
and spittle-bugs are very spotted. 
A few fields have high populations 
of one or more of these pest*, 
whereas infestations are relatively 
light in other fields. No general 
recommendations will apply, and 
all treatment should be based on 
results of inspection of individual 
fields. 


Clover leaf weevil is declining 


rat/idly in the southern naif of the 
state, and worms are maturing 
and pupating as far north as La- 
Salle. Farther north many small 
woinis are still present and will 
bear watching. 


Armywonm: One-third to one- 


half-grown armyworms are report- 
ed to be abundant in a number of 
grain and giass fields from Cen- 
traha south. Feeding is just be- 
coming noticeable in most instan- 
ces. Similar infestations may be 
expected to develop farther north 
within a week after temperatures 
icturn to_normal. 


Cinch bugs: Migration fiom hi- 


bernating quartets to small grain

URBANA — Use a rotation sys- 


tem of grazing to give both your 
high-producing dairy cows and your 
pastures a boost 


K. E. 'Gardner, dairy science spe- 


cialist at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, says dairy 
cows need to cat a lot of feed with- 
out having the graze over a large 
area. Letting a pasture plot grow 
for several weeks before grazing 
will give your cows a ready supply 
of good feed. 
Tests show that pastures grazed 


in rotation will yield at least 10 per- 
cent more forage per acre than 
pastures grazed continuously. 


Gives Advice 


Gardner has this advice if you 


arc planning a pasture rotation sys- 
tem: Graze one plot for two weeks 
or so; then change cows to a sec- 
ond or twrd pi"*- Your first plot 
xvill have tlnie to recover from 
grazing before you turn your cows 
in again. 


If your pasture plots are produc- 


ing large amounts of forage, you 
may be able to harvest hay or 
grass silage from one of the plots. 
This is especially important when 
orchard grass,, timothy or brome- 
grass makes up a large part of the 
pasture mixture. When these crops 
grow tall, they become less palat- 
able to cows, and forage may be 
wasted. , 


Grazing pasture in rotation also 


makes it possible to spread manure 
droppings. This extends the graz- 
ing area and makes maximum use 
of the fertility of the manure.

Won't Pay to 
Brush-Treat 
Fence Posts 


URBANA—Recent tests at 'the 


University of Illinois show that 
•cold-soaking fence posts for 48 
hours lengthens their life enough 
to be well worth the time and 
money involved. It isn't worth your 
time or money, However, to brush 
or quick-dip posts. 


Quick-dipping and brushing did 


not lengthen the life of tested posts 
enough to justify the cost of peel- 
ing, seasoning and treating, says 
C. S. Walters, forest products spe- 
cialist at the University of Illinois 
college of agriculture. 


In the test, two river birch posts 


were butt-treated by dipping for 
30 seconds in a fuel-Oil solution oi 
copper naphthenate. They failed 
after a service life of 29 months. 
Similar untreated control posts 
failed after an average service life 
of 27 months. 


By comparison, Walters says 


12 river birch posts soaked 48 
hours in the same copper naphthe- 
nate solution were still sound after 
six years in the ground. 


Three cotton wood posts were 


given a single brush coat of six 
per cent copper naphthenate solu 
tion. which is more than, six times 
as strong a solution as is needet 
to protect wood against decay 
These posts failed after 47, 60 and 
72 months of service, an average 
service life of about five years. 


Untreated cottonwood contro 


posts failed after an average 2 
years of service, life. However 
Walters says that the treated 
posts were six to six-and-one-hal 
inches in top diameter, while th< 
control posts were only four inches 
in top diameter. The difference in 
service life in this case was due to 
the greater volume of wood in th 
treated posts rather than to the 
treatment, Walters believes.

Healthy Plants Are 
Important in Fight 
Against Diseases 


URBANA — The first step in 


fighting vegetable t disease is to 
start with healthy plants. 


M. B. Linn, vegetable disease 


specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture, says 
that good green color is the first 
mark of a healthy plant. A yellow- 
ish color shows that a plant has 
been starved, and that .means 11 
will get off to a slow, weak start 
oven if it doesn't have a disease. 


Size is not important. In fact 


Linn says, a six-Inch tomato plan' 
will get off to a better start and 
will bear fruit almost as early as 
a ten-inch plant will. There's more 
shock to the big plant in trans 
planting. 


Linn warns against these defi 


nite marks of disease: small, twist 
ed leaves or large dead areas on 
leaves in cabbages, brown canker 
or spots on tomatoes, peppers and 
egg plants; and galls or swelling 
en roots of any plants. 


It's best to buy plants as soon 


as possiblo after the storekeepe 
gets a new order. The longer he 
keeps them, the greater the dan 
ger of starving and disease, Linn 
explains.

Train Animal 
To Respect 
Electric Fence 


URBANA — It takea just about 


one easy lesson to teach, an ani- 
mal to respect an electric fence. 
But that first lesson Is Important. 
And the teaching job Isn't difficult. 


Agricultural engineer Frank An- 


drew at the University of Illinois 
college of ' agriculture 
suggests 


that you tie bright, shiny tin can 
lid* or other bits,of bright metal 
o your fence wire at regular Inter- 
vals. This serve* two purposea: 


The flashing pieces of metal will 


make the fence wire easier to see 
so that the animal won't blunder 
through it or over.lt. At the aame 
time they will attract the animal's 
normal curiosity. With Its curiosity 
aroused, the animal nuzzle up to 
the wire to see what goes on. The 
first light shock satisfies the in- 
quiring: mind, and the lesson is 
completed.. A refresher course 
usually isn't necessary. 


If you are installing an electric 


fence for the first time, it may be 
convenient to do some advance 
training in the yard or pen where 
the animals are kept. Just run a 
decorated wire across one corner 
tor a couple of days. The animals 
will learn, to stay away from this 
single wire adorned with tin can 
lids. And they will remember 
when they see the same thing In 
an open field. 


By making use of metal strips 


or can lids, you can substitute rela- 
tively inexpensive, easy-to-handle, 
smooth, copper-coated steel wire 
for the more expensive and harder- 
to-handle barbed wire. In this way 
you save both money and time. 


As final suggestions, Andrews 


urges all farmers to buy good 
equipment that has the label of the 
Underwriters' Laboratories or the 
Wisconsin Industrial Commission. 
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Waste, Surplus Fat 
Products Added to 
Poultry Feed, Aids 


URBANA—Some waste and sur- 


plus fat products are now being 
added to poultry feeds. . 


D. J. Bray, extension poultry 


specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois college of agriculture, says 
adding the fats helps to reduce the 
dust problem in poultry feeds. In 
addition, fats give the "feeds a 
greener color and make them more 
palatable. 


Fats" in starter rations have 


helped to speed up gains in rela- 
tion to feed eaten, Bray points out 
Rate of gain in broilers, however, 
has not usually been increased. 


Adding fats to poultry rations 


will not be practical for the aver- 
age feeder. Feed mixers need spe- 
cial equipment to get the fats mix- 
ed well into the feeds. Antioxldants 
are also needed to keep the feeds 
from becoming rancid, especially 
when mixed feeds are to be held 
in storage for any length of time. 


To be fed economically, fats 


should not cost more than 2 
times tho price of corn.

Nehru Still Living in Past When 


He Dwarfs Red Threat 


Overshadowed by the Geneva conference, the recent 


meeting of Asiatic nations at Colombo, Ceylon, nevertheless 
produced some developments of paramount importance for 
the free world. 


Above all, it was demonstrated that India, for all its pre- 


tensions, does not in fact lead the Asiatic countries. 


Prime Minister Nehru came to Colombo with two special 


interests: a six-point plan for a settlement of the Indo-China 
war and a determination to avoid offending the Communist 
powers, particularly Red China- 


In neither case did he get the support he expected from 


the other nations. His Indo-China plan was approved in a 
greatly watered down version. The conference statement on 
communism represented severe compromise. Only Indonesia, 
whose government operates with Communist support, stood 
with Nehru. 


The final declaration warned off from Asia "Commu- 


nist, anti-Communist and other agencies" which might seek 
to establish or maintain domination over any nation. Nehru 
did not want any condemnation to include "friendly" powers 
like Communist China. 


All the prime ministers present were agreed that coloni- 


zation was a bad thing and must go. But three of them, 
the leaders of Pakistan, Ceylon and Burma, also agreed that 
communism is at least an equal threat to their freedoms. 
As Pakistan's Prime Minister Mohammed All put it: 


• "We can rid ourselves of colonization but any country 


that is overrun by communism may be lost forever.'1 


Nehru is of course governed largely by national consid- 


erations when he urges "no offense." 
China, now the full 


master of Tibet, sits on India's northern border. 
' 
But the tragedy of his policy is that it is shortsighted- 


It fails to point out to the Indian people and other Asiatics 
that communism in actual practice is far worse than any 
colonialism the Asian countries now experience or have -ever 
known. 


Nehru is no friend of communism, as witness the severe 


measures he has taken against the party and its adherents 
in his own land. But he still does not measure the menace 
in its full meaning for Asia and the world. 


Having come through the political wars that brought In- 


dia freedom from the colonial yoke, he cannot forget the 
West's sins of the past. He cannot bring himself to dwell 
upon the'greater terrors of the present. 


Nice and Comfy 


Indications are that the Democratic party of ^Turkish 


President Celal Bayar has won an overwhelming victory in 
the elections for membership to the new assembly. This re- 
peats the party's smashing triumph in 1950. 


The news is good for the West, for Bayar and his party 


have been firm friends of the free nations and seem sure to 
continue to be. It hardly needs repetition that Turkey is 
one of the stoutest links in the anti-Communist chain strung 
from Scandinavia to the Middle East. 


The Democrats evidently won upwards of 500 seats out 


of a total of 541. Our own party leaders must lick their lips 
in envy at that kind of a working majority. President Bayar 
ought not to be anticipating trouble in putting his next pro- 
gram across- He could probably muster a winning margin 
even on Sunday.

Correspondent of. 'Life' 
Speaker at Travel Club 


Members of the Foreign Travel club w«r« entertained last Thurs- 


day evening by an enthusiastic and lively speaker. Miss Dora-Jane 
Hamblin, correspondent-in the Mid-West for "Life" magazine. 


Miss Hamblin, whose topic was "People and Places." told her audi- 


ence <rf some of the famous and interesting personalities she had met. 
in the "places" to which she had b««n assigned in Europe from'1949 
to 1983. 


Mtsis Hamblin said thai in Eng- 


land it was possible'for most for- 
eign correspondents to meet many 
famous people, 'partly because ot 
the size of the'country, making it 
easy to travel to places to see and 
meet these people and partly be- 
cause there was no language bar- 
rier there. At a Labor party con- 
ference in Brighton, Miss Hamblin 
met clement Atlee, whom she 
found having tea in the hotel lobby. 
When she'asked him for a story 
she found herself invited to take 
tea with the prime minister and 
his wife. She found Atlee a very 
sincere little man, and very «asy 
to talk to. More caution is neces- 
sary to approach Prime Minister 
Churchill. He seldom appears in 
mblic and has an abhorrence of 
lash bulbs. At a press conference 
ic told the group that he did not 
want any pictures taken . . . "The 
first flash bulb and you all go 
out!" he declared. Miss Hamblin 
said the Churchillian witticisms 
are quite as remarkable as they 
are always reported to be. 


Miss Hamblin had many fasci- 


nating anecdotes to tell about her 
encounters with some of Europe's 
royalty. One story she told con- 
cerned young Prince Charles of 
England, who when being photo- 
graphed by Adatns. the court 
photographer, was intrigued by 
the fact that when he poked his 
head into the "other" end of the 
camera, he could see everything 
upside-down, including the photog 
rapher, who happened to be stand 
ing in front of it. "Stand on your 
head. Mr. Adams," he said, "and 
I'll shoot you right side up." 


Among the many other famous 


personalities whom she met on her 
travels. Miss Hamblin mentioned 
the Duke of Norfolk. Earl Marshall 
of England, who "stage-managed" 
the coronation: David Eccles, min 
ister of works; Queen Juliana of 
Holland and her family: Fanny 
Blankers-Koen, the Dutch woman 
athlete and the Duke of Edinburgh. 


In France, Miss Hamblin met 


General Eisenhower when he was 
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organizing NATO. Having found 
Miss Hamblin and her photog- 
rapher always waiting around lor 
him when he arrived at'any par- 
ticular place, the general said, 
"Alter this I'll go with' you. you 
get there before I do." 


Miss Hamblin spoke briefly of 


her experiences in Manila when 
she was working with the Red 
Cross. It was there that she met 
up with some, members of the 
Russian presurrender committee. 
She said that one does not see the 
Russian diplomats any more: they 
have no money to spend and they 
can never buy anything. During 
the Olympic games at Helsinki the 
Russian athletes held passports 
which were valid for only 21 days. 
They were taken to and from the 
games and apparently saw little 
else and did not fraternize with 
the other nationals.

of her friend, Miss Evelyn Street. 
Both were entertained at dinner 
preceding the meeting by Mr. and 
Mrs. L. E. Sharpe.

the backing of the White House. 
. Brownell proposed that the sub 
versive. activities control board b 
empowered to disband not onl^ 
Red-infected unions and also to dis 
solve business firms it finds are 
Communist-infiltrated and in a po 
sition to harm national security. 


The attorney general also sug 


gested that congress permit th 
government to-, bar 
subversives 


from privately owned defens 
plants.

The union-dissolution power was 


proposed as a drastic substitute 
for a Taft-Hartley act requiremen 
that union officials file non-Corn 
munist oaths with the Nationa 
Labor Relations board before their 
unions can be^ eligible for board 
services. 


Sen. Ferguson of M i c h i g a n 


chairman of the senate Republican 
policy committee, promptly intro- 
duced two bills to implemen 
Brownell's recommendations. 


The Justice department is known 


to have had trouble trying to en 
force the non-Communist oath re 
quirement.

In the seven years since the 


Taft-Hartley act became law, the 


• department has investigated scores 


of cases of union officials suspect 
' ed of filing false non-Communis 
affidavits, but there have been onlj 
four convictions and one of these 
was reversed. 


According to Justice departmen 


authorities, the difficulty stems 
from language requiring union of 
ficlals to certify only that the> 
are not Communists at the time'o 
filing. -They say an official with 
Red connections could resign from 
the Communist party to take th 
oath, then rejoin. the next day. 


These officials said they hope( 


the union-dissolution weapon wouk 
Impel Red-dominated labor organ 
izations to purge themselves.

WASHINGTON (ft— Sen. Hum- 


phrey (D-Minn) told a CIO "full 
employment" conference today the 
nation should set its sights on a 
500-billion-dollar economy by 1960. 


The economy now is running at 


about 360 billion dollars a year, 
but Humphrey said vastly 
in- 


creased 
national production is 


needed to prevent a decline in 
living standards. 


He was a featured speaker at a 


meeting of CIO delegates called 
to discuss the Unemployment prob- 
lem. The latest government report 
showed 3.465.000 jobless in April, 
many in factories organized by the 
CIO. 


The Minnesota senator, a fre- 


quent critic of Eisenhower admin- 
istration economic .policies, was 
invited to express'one point of 
view. Secretary of" the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey was invited 
to speak for the administration. 


"Our total national production 


ought to grow by at least 4 per 
cent every year, in order to just 
keep up with our,existing needs 
. . . And all of us want to do more 
than that," the senator said. 


If U. S. economic growth can ex- 


pand to the 500-biHion-dollar mark 
by 1960, Sen. Humphrey said, it 
could mean: 


Seventy million jobs. 
A $4,000-a-year minimum stand- 


ard of living. 


An over-all increase 'pf 40 per 


cent in U. S. living standards. 


An average weekly wage of $100 


for production workers. It now is 
a little more than $71 a week. 


A 20-25 per cent rise in farm 


production, with plenty of markets. 


"In such an expanding economy, 


the federal budget could be bal- 
anced with a 20 per cent reduction 
in tax rates," he said.

"Some child may be having trou- 


ble getting along with his teacher 
or playmates," Dr. Taylor ex- 
plained. "This emotional upset 
may cause his temperaure to rise. 
The psychiatrists refer to this as 
school fever." 


Even chewing can make junior's 


temperature rise above the 98.6 
mark. He said a perfectly normal 
child may have a temperature of 
100 or 101 degrees "just from ex- 
ercise itself." That includes bubble 
gum chewing. " 


Dr. Taylor advised parents not

Stem Instructions 


The instructions given to FBI 


agents in the matter of observing 
civil rights are. stern. Agents are 
admonished not to step beyond the 
boundaries of justice—not to give 
even an impression of bullying or 
to cast suspicion on a n y o n e 
through their acts and manner of 
questioning. This is a matter of 
record. 


Scandal has never touched Hoov- 


er in all his years as FBI chief— 
and neither has it involved the 
FBI. 


A longstanding complaint is that 


the FBI is moving in the direction 
of becoming a "secret police." 
What is the truth in this? . 


Hoover himself brushes off such 


a suggestion as an absurdity and 
points to his record of consistently 
opposing proposals—some originat- 
ing in Congress—that the FBI be- 
come a national police force. 


Assailed by Critics 


Hoover had been in the Depart- 


ment of Justice only * short time. 
as a special assistant to Atty. Gen. 
A. Palmer Mitchell, when critics 
first assailed him. This was in con- 
nection with the so-called Palmer 
raids of the early 1920's. 


In those raids, FBI agents act- 


ing on warrants issued by the Im- 
migration Bureau, swooped down 
on aliens in a mass roundup of al- 
leged suspects in the anarchist 
terrorism that 
followed World 


War I. 


More than '2,500 aliens were ar- 


rested. Agents broke into houses 
in the middle of the night. Suspects 
were herded by the hundreds into 
auditoriums and mauled around. 
They were given no chance to call 
families or relatives. And the .due 
processvof law, it was generally 
admitted, was pushed about. 


An FBI man familiar with the 


raids (but not then with the bu- 
reau) said: "It was a pretty grue- 
some proposition." 


Deportation Cases 


Hoover prosecuted the deporta- 


tion cases against some of the sus- 
pects'and 249 were deported to 
Russia. For y e a r s , afterward 
Hoover's name was 1'nked with the 
raids although he protested that 
he had nothing whatever to do with 
the raids themselves and the man- 
handling of the suspects. 


The records show that orders for 


the raids were signed by Frank 
Burke of the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, while Hoover at the time was 
in the Department of Justice. 
' Later in 1940 there was a flare- 
up of criticism against the FBI 
over the arrest of persons in De- 
troit in connection with recruiting 
for Spanish loyalists. Sen. George

Asks Phone Tap* 


Hoover has been criticized, too, 


for asking authority to tap tele- 
phone wires in cases involving es- 
pionage, subversion, sabotage and 
kidnaping—and then bring this 
evidence into court. The use of 
wiretap evidence in federal courts 
is now forbidden. 


Years ago Hoover stoutly op- 


posed the use of wire tapping^ by 
the FBI. Now he said: "The FBI 
was the first agency to ,take a 
stand against wire tapping. 
But 


world conditions have changed 
since that time. I'm just as much 
opposed to wiretapping as ever— 
except in cases of espionage, sab- 
otage, subversion and kidnaping. 


"When the life of the nation Is 


at stake, then the sanctity of tele- 
phone communications should not 
be extended to criminals. 
And 


even then wiretapping shotlld be 
most restricted." 


High Standard 


As for the "college trained flat- 


feet" jibe—Hoover is proud of the 
fact that his agents must meet a 
high standard of education. 


"Our men must meet a high 


moral, educational and physical 
standard," he said, "in order to 
carry out their duties properly. By 
insisting.on this type of men, our 
spirit within the FBI has -been 
wonderful.

New Jersey Conveyor 
Will Move Commuters 
Illinois Firm Produces 
First 'Moving Sidewalk' 


By SAM DAWSOX 


AKRON, Ohio M — Conveyor 


belts—which have been lugging 
coal and ore and the like for years 
—ar« going to tackle commuters 
two weeks from today. 


New Jersey citizen* who use the 


Erie raflroad and then the tubes 
under the Hudson nver to get to 
work in Manhattan will b« taking 
their first rides on a moving side- 
walk in Jersey CltyN 
The belt could care for almost 


11,000 foot-sore commuters an 
hour. The greater part of it covers 
a 10 per cent grade. It's supposed 
to ease pedestrian traffic jams as 
well as weary muscles. 


Aurora Company 


Workers in this city made the 


160-foot continuous belt. And work- 
ers in Aurora, 111., turned out the 
30 tons of equipment on which the 
belt rides. 


The Jersey City installation is 


called the world's first commercial 
passenger conveyor belt. Its build- 
ers hope it will be the first of 
many. 


Some of the plans are pretty 


elaborate, like the proposal to re- 
place the trains in the shuttle be- 
tween Times Square and Grand 
Central .station with little cabs to 
carry New Yoik's hoides along on 
a rubber belt. 


• 
Like Idea 


New York transit authorities like 


the idea of transporting up to 16,- 
000 persons per hour each way 
thiough he busy shuttle, without 
any 
pile-ups while waiting for 


trains. But the conveyor would 
cost about four million dollars— 
and New York is having another of 
Us financial crises this year. 


Somewhat .similar plans have 


been proposed for Cincinnati and 
Detroit. But there, too, cost of in- 
stalling the system are giving city 
fathers pause. 


Advocates of toting people on 


belts contend, however, that the 
gtowing pioblcm of getting people 
aiound in congested cities must 
soon be met—costly or not.

ed out as fruitless, but still leads— 
and this is only the fourth day of 
the Jong project.

The mass polygraph quiz is only 


the latest turn in a long course of 
intense police work since last Oct. 
24, when Dr. Richard Hartley's 
daughter was taken from the homo 
of Prof. Viggo Rassmussen, a fel- 
low faculty member at La Crosse 
State college.
